Talks by the Doctor: 
TYPHOID FEVER. : 


It hus been wisely said ‘‘In time of 
peace prepare for war.” So, in time of 
health prepare for sickness, rather, the 
better way °%0 prevent it, See that your 
water supplies are kept pure 3: that no 
refuse froin stabies and out-heouses can 
infect the well or cistern. From impure 
water come our greatest ills, Fhe cellar 
should be thoroughly cleaned and white- 
washed ; e-ery nook and corner may hold 
the germs of death ; air it weil ; take down 
coals of fire in an old tin pan and burn e 
handful of suiphur, to fumigste every 
niche and cranny. 
now, when youcan remain out of doors 
an hour or two to let the suipher do its 
perfect work from cellar to garret, sfter- 
wards open your bedroom duurs and win- 
dows to let out the fumes. Keep your 
cabbages ont of your cellar; they decay 
easily, and create sickness by their 
horrible stench. Indeed, it were far 
better that you have no vegetables at ail 
under your house. Then will your home 
be pure and healthy. Put your supplies 
in the ground or in some place prepared 
for them. Better incur a little expense to 
do this than pay the doctor many times 
more ister on. 

Rat when the malady has come it mast 
be disposed of in the best manner. possible 
—the patient should be removed into an- 
other house, or at least to a sepsrate rocm 
away from all but the nurse. As chiluren 
cannot be of service they had better not be 
allowed where the patient is, for. mutual 
protection. The less furniture in the room 
the better, as carpets, beddiag and uphol- 
stery are unly nesta of infection. Aside 
from the bed and necessary chaire and 
tablelittie else is essential. The room 
should be ventilated at all times and kept 
within comfortable temperature. The 
dieease beiug self-limited, having its allot- 
ted time to run, officious medication is 
simply burtfurl. Hence the treatment is 
rather to prevent complications which may 
arise. 

The firat thing to do is to see that the 
bowels have been thoroughly evacuated. 
For this purpose a cathartic—salts are bert 
—should he given. A daily warm: sponge 
bath containing a tablespoonful af soda, 
just the cooking soda, in a washbowl of 
water, the surface from head to feet rubbed 
carefully with a eponge or towel. This 
should be done each morning and bedtime. 

All oftensive substances should be.at once 
reroved from the room, that the -air 
may be as pure and healthfal as possible. 
Light diet of such foods as the -patient 
most prefers. I advise oatmeal, rice in any 


apple if desired but fruits are not. best— 
the only exception I suggest is watermelon. 
Its juice seems very grateful, especially 
when the fever 18 high and little else can 
be relished.

QUEEN AGAINST HER WILL. 


The story eo’ Margaret Young, Whe 
Relactantly Kules. 
The barque Helen N. Aimy, just return- 
ed to San Francisco from a trading voyage 


brings the story of a princess who rales 
over the Manua group against her wishes, 
though her subjects worship her much 
after the fashion that the Peruvians humbl- 
ed themselves before the virgins of the 
sun, Margaret Young is the grand- 
daughter of Francis Young, an English 
sailor, who landed at the Island of Tau 
nearly a hundred years ago, and married 
the native queen. Through the death of 
all the heirs apparent to the throne of 
the Manuas Margaret found herself called 
upon to rule. The news was conveyed to 
her at Apia some months ago by a delega- 
tion of chiefe from Manua,.and she was 
forced by the laws of heredity obtaining 
in the Southern Archipelago to accompany 
them back to Tau, where she was installed 
as Queen. She is twenty-two years ofage 
and highly educated. At the time of her 
sudden call from Apia she was pursuing 
her studies at a Catholic convent. Capt. 
Luttrell, of the Almy, and his wife, who 
accompanied him on his last trip, were 
the first white people permitted to inter- 
view the Queen. She told them that her 
life was one of misery, in spite of the 
great respect shown her by her native 
subjects. The sancity of her dwelling is 
rigidly preserved by warriore, who stand 
ready to decapitste the intruder who dares 
toenterher presence without first being 
especially summoned, ‘‘The grand chief 
of the group is the only man that is allow- 
ed to approach the Queen,” explained

THE: CITY OF HEAVEN. 


CHINA’S GREAT CAPITAL IS A 
QUEER AND DIRTY PLACE. 


The Population ts Estimated at 1,590,000 
—Some Parts Are Forbidden te Strang: 
ers—A Trade toa srect—frecessions 
Every Geur—Pictaresque Mesques and 
Palaces. 

The threatened advance of the victorious 
Japanese army on to the very capital of 
China invites attention to tkat historic city. 

Pekin, the northern capital, bas held its 
supremacyas seat of governmentalmost con- 
tinuously since the year 1012, when by cap- 
ture it became the headquartersof the Liaus. 
Succeeding dynasteis ruled from then until 
the overthrow of the Mongols by the Man- 
chus in the thirteenth century, when the 
latter selected Nanking, a city on the great 
Yang-tse-Kiang, as a more suitable site for 
the premier city of the empire. Early in 
the fourteenth century, however, the res- 
toration of Pekin was undertaken, and in a 
few years it again became the centre of 
government and recognized emporium of 
northern China. 

The city stands on a sandy plain twelve 
miles from the Peiho River, and 110 from 
the sea, and in Asiatic warfare would be 
impregnable. The walls, which are of con- 
siderable thickness, are built pf earth and 
brick and are supposed to be well manned. 
The city proper is divided into two sec- 
tions, forming, as it were, two entirely 
different towns. The northern division is 
occupied almost exclusively by Tartars and 
is called the Tartar City; the other is re- 
served for the Chinese. To a stranger these 
distinctions eeem more sentimental than 
real, but they exis< all the same. 

The two main divisions are again sub- 
divided into numerous sinalier ones, each 
having a distinctive appellation indicating 
ite particular purpose. The population is 
estimated to be 1,500,000 and the circuit of 
the city walls about twenty English miles, 

The immediate surrounding country is 
monotonously level and uninteresting, 
and from the fact of the town having been 
built on sandy wastes it follows that every 
paesing breeze carries with it clouds of dust 
which not - infrequently envelop the entire 
capital.

From tne fifth to the seventh day the 
most marked characteristics of typhoid 
fever will have manifested themselves—the 
brownish spots, especially distributed over 
the bowels and pit of the stomach, and the 
dry, brown coaton the tongue and on the 
teeth. Not infrequently the tongue is 
cracked with big fissures, making speaking 
and swailowing very difficult. A mixture 
of half honey and half glycerine, frequently 
applied on the tongue, tends to keep it soft 
and moist, giving great relief. The teeth 
should be kept clean by rubbing with a wet 
eponge. 

If the thirst is great, coid weak tea wiil 
be found very comforting ; a tablespoonfui 
as often as desired. | have used thie drink 
mauy years and I think it a favorite bev- 
erage in this class of cases. One of the 
most delightful drinks, aleo, when liked, is 
nice fresh buttermilk. It is at once good 
medicine, food and drink. 

The fever is kept within bounds by a 
solution of chlorate of potasi—a level 
teaspoonful of the powder ia two quarts of 
niveclear spring or well water.

MODERN CANAL BUILDING. 


A Wide Divergence of Gpinion As (o the 
Cost of Buliding Canals 

Some figures were adduced at the recent 
canal convention held in Toronto that 
ought to materially modify our ideas of 
canal buiiding, Tne Minister of Railways 
and Canals last session made the statement 
that it would cost $135,000,900 to deepen 
the canals between Lake Erie and Mont- 
real. In the absence of more authentic in- 
formation, the country had to accept his 
statement as eomewhere near the reality. 
But an eminent authority at the convention 
made the Minister's estimate appear like 
a huge exaggeration. Mr. L. E. Cooley ie 
chief engineer of the Chicago drainage 
canal, upon which that city is spending 
Mr. Cooley states that if the 
same economic appliances as are used on 
that canal were used to deepen the St. 
Lawrence canals to 20 feet, the work could 
be done for $27,006,000. Furthermore, he 
states that $23,000,000 wiil build an entire- 
ly new canal from Niagara River to Lake 

ntario, altogether within the Uuited 
States territory. This makes the tots! 
cost of a 20-foot system from Lake Erie to 
Montreal, according to Mr. Cooley’s esti- 
mate, $50,000,020, or €80,000,000 leas than

. When the plans of a ship are given to 
the contractor the first thing he does is to 
reproduce the design, or at least a cross 
section full size, with chalk, on the floor of 
his loft, and wooden patterns are made 
from the chalk marks for the use of the 
founders in casting her ribs and. beams. 
Then a wooden plate is made for every steel 
plate that is needed and marked with white 
paint to correspond with that 1t represents 
on the pen-and-ink design.

When it comes time to put on the plates, 
the wooden pattern is used first to see if it 
is a perfect fit and to mark where the rivet 
holes must be made.

The land of the miesionary poets 
dream, “‘ where Afric’s sunny fountains pour 


down their golden sands,” is no longer an 
appreciable factor in the world’s gold produc- 
tion. The golden Africa of to-day is the 
South African Kepublic, especially the dis- 
trict of Witwatersrandt, of which Johannes- 
burg is the centre. These mines were only 
located in 1875, and active operations 4id 
not begin until 1882, The yield is so large 
that last year Atrica had, all told, $29,205,- 
800. According to Mr. Ingails the prospect 
is that these Witwatersrand: mines will 
grow richer as they deepen, and before 
many years rival, if not excel, the Austra- 
lian gold fields, Kussia, which began to be 
a gold producing country in 1822, is fourth 


ly in the Ural Mountaina. But, while Rus- 
sia is a large producer of gold, it isa still 
larger absorber of it. Imports are enor- 
mous, the object being to accumulate a vast 
atock of gold in the Uzar’s strong box. In 
1892 this importation for the imperial treas- 
ury was $89,301,098. The grea: bear is the 
great miser of to-day. Of Chineze produce 
tion very little is known. That country 
exported about $9,000,000 in 1893. That 
country has very littie use for gold. Siiver, 
even is little used,as compared with copper, 
which is the cash of the people. 

Perhaps the moet sigaificant feature of 
this report is the side sight it throws upon 
the silver question. Mr. Ingalls speaks 
throughout the report of the appreciaticn 
of gold, Silver is not cheaper; gold is 
dearer. Forty years ago Victoria and New 
Sonth Wales produced $62,000,000 ia gold, 
and California was also at the height of its 
gold boom. ‘There were not wanting long- 
headed capital sts and financiers who 
thought that silver would soon command a 
premium at the established ratio. It did 
not go up, much as go!d has in these latter 
days, but the ratio was not changed and 
bO premium was realized, unless it was 
in w few insignificant cases. Another side 
light is that the high price of gold, as com- 
psred with silver, is favoring the increased 
production of the former, not only nega- 
tively, but positively. In the United States 
2 great many silver nines are shut down, 
because it does not pay to work them, and 
the pent-up waters of enterprise are seek- 
ing outlet througk the channel of gold 
mining. But that ie not all. Take,for illus- 
tration, British “adia. *‘The operation of the 
mioes of the Cola. fieldof Mysore, says Mr. 
Ingalls, ‘Is attended with some difficulty 
on account of the unhealthful climate ; 
but” he adds, ‘‘ the cost of production has, 
of course, been lessened by the decline in 
the value of silver, in which wages are 
paid.” The same remark, substantially, 
is. made about the gold mining of 
Mexico, The total yield, as we have al- 
ready stated, was $155,521,700. This in- 
cluded the nearly $25,000,000 of Russia, 
which cannot be said to form any part of 
the genaral supply, being all hoarded at 
home. Theabnormal or extra commercial 
absorption of that country for 1893 is not 
given but it is for 1892. That year the 
total output was $146,297,600 ; the Russian 
output $24,806,200, and the Russian 
importation for the imperial treasury, 
$89,301,098. According to Mr. Ingalls 
the Russian output ought not to be con- 
sidered as a part of the general supply, so 
that, according to these figures, the world, 
outeide of Ruesia, really bad in 1892 a gold 
yield of only $32,190,362, not much more 
than one-half the yield in 1893 of the 
mines of Victoria and New South Wales.

52 per cent. over that of the corresponding 
period of the previous year. The number 
of consumers and of gas stoves in use had 
increased to a remarkable extent.

ficulty that the Chinese pronunciation usu- 
ally evems vague and indecisive to Amerie 
cansor Europeans, who are continually 
struggling, as Reclusremarks, todistinguish 
between 1, m, and b, between h and p, be- 
tween ien ian, and between anand in. We 
do not believe that uniform epelling of 
these geographic names will ever be secured 
until the whoie matter is referred to a 
committee of competent Orientalists whose 
dictum as to the proper local pronunciation 
and the best phonetic representation of it 
shall be accepted by geographers. Sncha 
solation of the problem is now seriously 
discuaazed by some of the leading geograp- 
hers of Europe. 


AN ENORMOUS VINE. 


Greater Than That at Mampten Cours, It 
Bears 2,000 Bunches of Grapes. 


While in the public mind the great vine 
at Hampton Court Palace is esteemed the 
most remarkable, even that is excelled in 
dimensions by the atill greater vine at Cam- 

| derlaad Lodge, Windsor Park. Not only 
thes. giants, but probably ali other vines 
in the kingdom, have to give place for ex- 
tent and productiveness to that most re- 
markable vine which is just at the present 
moment carrying the enormous quentity of 
852 bunches and a total weight materially 
exceeding half a ton. 

This is growing at Manresa House, Roe 
hampton, in a vinery 224 feet long by 11 
feet wide. The vine was planted by the 
present gardener, Mr. Davis, as a cutting, 
onto a wall outside, more than 30 years ago. 
Hut tinding that in the natural soil such 
capital growth was made, the present house 
was epecially built tor ite accommodation, 
so that now the vine and its mais-ttems 
stand tly across the house, just two- 
thirds up its length. There are seven main 
rode or branches running horizontally each 
way. These are aiiowed to carry laterals, 
or fraiting shoote, on the upper sides only, 
ao that the grapes, now fast becoming black 
(for the variety is the black Hamburg), 
hang the entire length of the roof in 
atraight, even lines, instead of up the roof, 
as is commonly the case. Over two thou- 
sand bunches were cut out after they hed 
weet. The value of the crop, estimated at 
two shillings a pound—which is, as good 
grapes go, perhaps nota high figure—would 
he £112. Probe ly noother tree of any 
kind in the kingdoin coeld produce such a 
sum ip fruit annually.
